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Defends Ben 
Franklin as 
a Scientist 


Philadelphia, April 20 — (ff) — A 


Harvard historian today defended 
Benjamin Franklin against the con- 
tention of some modern critics that 
the great patriot's work in science 
was "trivial." 


These critics erroneously main- 


tain, said Dr. I. Bernard Cohen, 
that Franklin's scienticic att a i n- 
mcnts would not be 
remembered 


at all today it he hadn't been a 
political big shot. 


The real facts arc. said Cohen, 


that Franklin made major contri- 
butions to the understanding 
of 


electricity, heat transfer and chem- 
ical action. 


Even in these clays of scientific 


sophistication,, declared the Har- 
vard professor, we're still 
using 


electrical terms that Fra n k 1 i n 
coined — such as the word "bat- 
tery," and the labels "positive" 
and "negative" for 
1 c c t r i c a 1 
charges, 


Cohen addrescd the annual meet- 


ing of the American Philsophic a 1 
society, an organization foun d e d 
by Benjamin Franklin in 1743 and 
known as "The First Learned So- 
ciety of the British Plantations in 
America." He spoke in the 
so- 


ciety's headquarters, just arou n d 
the corner from Independence Hall 


Cohen said some critics of Frank- 


lin contend that the No. 1 Phila- 
delphian's contribution to 
science 


was "primarily of practical rathe,' 
than theoretical value" — that is, 
that Franklin was an invent i v e 
gadgeteor who didn't add much to 
the basic concepts of science.

Washington. April 21 —I/I')— Rep. 


Elston (R-Ohio) says the 
United 


States has solved the ease 
of the 


atomic explosion in R u ,s s i a last 
year. 


"We know definitely that it was 


caused by an atomic bomb." the 
congressman told a re-porter: "and 
we know what the ingredients of 
that bomb were." 


Elson is a member of the sen- 


ate-house atomic energy commit- 
tee, which deals with A-bomb and 
other related matters and has in- 
quired closely into the R u s s i an 
atomic blast. 


He declined to disclose how the 


U. S. government obtained infor- 
mation about the Russian 
explo- 


sion, or to discuss 
the 
Russian 


bomb further. 


There has been much 
specula- 


tion in this country over whether 
the Russians had a true bomb, or 
whether the blast might even have 
been caused by same 
disastrous 


accidental explosion of a Russian 
atomic experimental plant. When 
President Truman tolcl of it last 
September 23 he used the 
word 


"an atomic explosion." 


"Definitely the 
Eussians 
don't 


have the hydrogen bomb yet, any 
more than we do," Elston added 
"We know as much about the po 
tonalities of a hydrogen bomb as; 
they do, and they know as 
much 


as we do. and no more. Neither of 
us even knows definitely how to ex- 
plode an H-bomb."
